been growing rich 
for nearly half a 


•century, and how have almost as much 
money at their 
command 
as the 


English 
monopolist, 
who 
sought 


to buy them out. 
While they did not 


refuse to sell they placed such a high 
value upon their plant that the English- 
men were paralyzed. The latter had 
secured control of mills at Duluth, Mil- 
waukee, and other northwestern grain 
centers, and attempted to blutf the local 
millers by threatening them with a 
ruinous competition. 
But they were 


only laughed at, and finally the Minne- 
apolis men withdrew all propositions to 
sell at any price whatever, and lold the 
foreign promoters that all negotiations 
were at an end, 


The Minneapolis millers have a com- 


bination of their own which is in effect 
a trust. .They practically control the 
price of wheat in Minnesota and Sorth
